1 . (Currently amended) A computer-implemented method for managing risk 
related to a legal action involving a person, the method comprising: 

receivin g, into a computer memory, digital-information into th e comput e r storage 
identifying a person's status as art least one of? a party to a legal action and an amicus 
curiae of the court in a pending legal action; 

receiving, into the computer memory. digitaHnfbrmation Into th e computer 
storage-relating to details of the legal action; 

structuring^ with -using a computer p rocesso r operativelv attached to the 
computer memory, the information received information r elating to details of the legal 
action according to predetermined criteria; 

generating . usino the computer processor, a scaled numeric value or a scaled 
alphanumeric value indicative of an amount of risk associated with the legal action with 
a computer proooccor op e rativoly attached to th e computer storag e , w herein the scaled 
numeric value or scaled alphanumeric value is based upon at least a portion of the 
structured information relat e d to a l e ga l a ction and tho gather e d data ; and 

generating a report comprising the scaled numeric or alphanumeric value and at 
least t he portion of the structured information upon which the scaled numeric or 
alphanumeric numb e r v alue is based. 

2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 A addition all y - f urther 
comprising th e st e p of 

generating a suggested action responsive to the scaled numeric value or a 

scaled alphanumeric value.

5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 2 4 wherein the suggested 
action is additiona ll y - responsive to the received information rec e ived related to 
details of the legal action. 

6. (Currently amended) The method of claim 2 ^wherein the suggested 
action is directed towards reducing ajisk related to a legal action. 

7. (original) The method of claim 2 wherein the suggested action comprises 
commencing a litigation. 

8. (original) The method of claim 2 wherein the suggested action comprises 
entering arbitration. 

9. (Previously presented) The method of claim 2 4 wherein the suggested 
action comprises settling a legal action,

1 1 . (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 A wherein the received 
information rec e ived r e lat e d to detai l o of tho l ogal action comprises avenue for athe 
legal action. 

12. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 A wherein the received 
information r e c e iv e d i s gathered electronically. 

1 3. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 A additiona l ly f urther c omprising 
t h o st e p of a ggregating scaled numerical or alphanumeric^! values relating to the 
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person and assessing an aggregate level of risk related to multiple legal actions to 
which the person is a party 

14. (Currently amended) The method of claim 13 x additionally f urther 
comprising the otop of calculating an average scaled numeric value or a scaled 
alphanumeric value associated with the person. 

15. (Original) Thei method of claim 1 A wherein the legal action comprises 
a class action suit. 

16. (Currently amended) A computerized system for managing risk associated 
with a legal action, the system comprising: 

a computer server accessible wifo-bva network access device via a 
communications network; and 

executable software stored on the server and oxocutabl e on d e mand, th e 
softwar e w hen executed o perative with the server to cause the system to: 

receive information identifying a person as at least one ofr a party to a 
legal action and an amicus curiae of the court; 

receive information relating to details of the legal action; 

structure the information received relating to details of the legal action 
according to predetermined criteria; 

generate a scaled numeric or alphanumeric value indicative of an amount 
of risk associated with the legal action with a comput e r procoosor operatively 
attach e d to the comput e r storage ; and 

generate a report comprising the scaled numeric or alphanumeric 
value and the-at least a p ortion of the structured information upon which the 
scaled numeric or alphanumeric numb e r v alue i s based. 

17. (Original) The computerized system of claim 16 wherein the information is 
received via an electronic feed. 
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18. (Original) The computerized system of claim 16 wherein the network access 
device is a personal computer. 

19. (Original) The computerized system of claim 16 wherein the network access 
device is a wireless handheld device. 

20. (Currently amended) Computer executable program code residing on a 
computer-readable medium, the program code comprising Instructions for causing a 
computer to: 

receive information identifying a person as at least one off a party to a legal 
action and an amicus curiae of the court; 

receive information relating to details of the legal action; 

structure the information received relating to details of the legal action according 
to predetermined criteria; 

generate using a computer processor, a scaled numeric or alphanumeric value 
indicative of an amount of risk associated with the legal action with a comput e r 
proc e ssor op e rativ e ty attach e d to th e comput e r stor a g e; and 

generate a report comprising the scaled numeric or alphanumeric value and at 
least afo e portion of the structured information upon which the scaled numeric or 
alphanumeric Rumb e F - v alue is based.

24. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 wherein a person involved in a 
legal action comprises at least one of a legal person or natural person, or a combination 
of both. 

25. (Currently amended) The method of claim 24 A wherein a legal person 
additiona l ly f urther c omprises a governmental entity. 
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26. (Previously presented) The method of claim 2 wherein the suggested 
action comprises appearing as an amicus curiae of the court in a litigation. 



27. (Previously presented) The method of claim 2 wherein the risk 
comprises legal, regulatory, financial and reputations! exposure. 
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
